U.S. Seeks to Break 
Out of Beachhead. 


B-29 Superfortresses dropped 400 
tons of high explosive bombs into 
a two square-mile area west of 
Waegwan and the Naktong riv- 
er today.

‘Communists Lose 62 of 91 
‘.* Seats Previously Held in 
Parliament. 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
The Socialists today appeared 
easy victors in Sunday’s nation- 
wide local elections. Unofficial re- 
turns gave them almost 50 per 
cent of the total vote and indi- 
cated a crushing defeat for the 
Communists. 

Preliminary complete returns 
(with 1946 figures in brackets) 
showed these results in the con- 
tests for 1609 city councilors 
elected yesterday: 

Socialists — 1,816,502 votes 
(1,478,818) 744 seats, 49.07 per 
cent total vote. 

Liberals—799,723 (520,593) 330

seats, 21.6 per cent. 

Agrarians — 459,773 (452,793) 
218 seats, 12.42 per cent. 

Conservatives — 438,551 (494,- 
949) 123 seats, 11.85 per cent. 

Communists — 184,503 (372,424) 
29 seats, 4.98 per cent. 

The Socialists gained 80 seats, 
the Liberals 103. The Commu- 
nists lost 62 seats of 91 previ- 
ously held. The Conservatives 
lost 37 and the Agrarians 21. 


The Socialists, who have con- 
trolled the country since 1932, 
seemed assured of retaining their 
majority in the national parlia- 
ment. Before the present elec- 
tion, a loss of three seats in the 
upper house would have cancelled 
their markin. But the local coun- 
cillors elect one-eighth of Parlia- 
ment’s upper house, and the con- 
socialist vote in the 
local elections apparently assured 
the Socialists continued control 
of the government. 


The Communists suffered a 
sharp defeat. The Reds lost more 
than half their voting strength,

Marines Had to Scramble Up 
Sea Wall Under Harassing Fire 


Bullets Whine as Assault Boat Hits ‘Red 
Beach’ at Inchon—Supplies Unloaded 
in Hazardous Dark.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
MARINES AT RED BEACH, Sept. 
15 (Delayed)—Heavily-laden Ma- 
rines, in one of the most tech- 
nically difficult amphibious land- 
ings in history, stormed at sunset 
over a 10-foot-high seawall at the 
heart of Inchon port and within 
an hour had taken three com- 
manding/ hills in the city. 

There were three _ separate 
landings. On the morning of D- 
day, one Marine group assaulted 
Wolmi island. Twelve hours 
later another group struck at 
“Blue Beach” to the south of 
Wolmi and another at “Red 
Beach” to the north. 

I was in the fifth wave that hit 
the so-called “Red Beach” — in 
reality a rough vertical pile of 
stones over which the first as- 
sault troops had to scramble with 
improvised landing ladders topped 
with steel hooks. 

Despite the deadly and steady 


pounding from heavy naval guns | 


and airplanes, enough North Ko- | 
reans remained alive close to the 
beach to harass us with small 
arms and mortar fire. They even 
hurled hand grenades down at us 
as we crouched in the fire 
frenches that fortunately thread- 
ed behind the seawall on the in- 
land side. 
Officer Expects ‘Pushover.’ 

At H-hour minus 70, confident, 
joking Marines started climbing 
down from the transport on cargo 
nets and dropping into small as- 
sault boats. Our wave com- 
mander, Lt. R. J. Shening of 
Oceanside, N.Y., a veteran of five 
assaults including 
hailed me with the 
comment: “This has a 
chance of being a pushover.” 

Because of tricky 
transport had to stand down the 
channel and it was more than 
nine miles to the rendezvous point 


where our assault waves formed 


up. 

The channel reverberated with 
the ear-splitting boom of warship 
guns and rockets. Blue, black and 
orange flame spurted from. the 
“Red Beach” area and a huge oil 
tank belched great black rings 
over the shore. 

Then the fire from the big 
guns lifted and the planes that 
had been circling overhead 
swooped low to rake their fire 
deep into the sea wall.

We struck the sea wall hard at 
a place where it had crumbled 
into a canyon. The bullets were 
whining persistently, spattering 
the water around us. — 

We clambered over the high, 
steel sides of the boat, dropped 
into the water and, taking shelter 
beside it as long as we could, 
snaked up into the rock-strewn 
dip in the sea wall. 

In the sky there was good news. 
A bright, white star shell from 
the high ground to our left and 
an amber cluster told us that the 
first wave had taken their initia] 
objective, Observatory Hill. 

But whatever the luck of the 
first four wavVes, we were relent- 
lessly pinned down by rifle and 
automatic weapon fire coming 
down on us from another rise on 
the right. There were some 30 
Marines and -two correspondents 
crouched in the gouged-out sea 
wall. Then, another assault boat 
swept up, disgorging about 30 
more Marines. This went on for 
two more waves -until our hole 
was filled and Marines lying on 
their stomachs were strung out all 
across the top of the sea wall.

with a glow that a newsreel audi- 
ence would have thought a fake. 
As the dusk settled the flare 
from burning buildings all around 
lit the sky. 

As we lay there intent on the) 
firing ahead, a sudden rush of.

the wall and we saw a LST (land- | 


ing ship tank) rushing at us with 
its great door half down. Six 
more yards and the craft would 
have crushed 20 men. Warning 
shouts sent everyone speeding | 
from the sea wall, searching for \ 
escape from the LST and cover 
from the gunfire. The LST’s huge 
bulk sent a rush of water pour- 
ing over the sea wall as it |, 
crunched in, soaking most of us. 

The Marines ducked and zig- 
zagged as they raced across the 
open field but the enemy bullets 
caught a good many in the semi- 
darkness. The wounded were 
pulled aboard the LST, six. of 
which appegred within 65 minutes | 
after H-hour. 

As nightfall closed in the Ma- | 
rine commanders ordered their 
troops forward with increasing 


urgency for they wanted to as- 


sure a defensible perimeter for 
the night. 

In this remarkable amphibious 
operation, where tides played 
such an important part, the Ma- 
rines were completely isolated 
from outside supply lines exactly 
four hours after H-hour. At this 
time the out-rushing tides, which 
fluctuated 31 feet in 12-hour pe- 
riods, made mud flats of the ap- 
proaches to “Red Beach.” The in 
LSTs bringing supplies simply 
settled on the flats, helpless until 
the morning tides would float 
them again.

He urged his lis- 
teners”’ to get out the labor vote, 
so as “not to make Harry sweat 
it out with a reactionary Republi- 
can Congress.” 

The Democratic nominee prom- 
ised a strenuous campaign, but 
told the labor delegates, “‘you are 
the people to get things done; 
you must appreciate your strength 
and exert it.” 

Hennings attacked the Taft- 
Hartley law as “that monstrosity, 
written by labor’s enemies with 
the ‘ultimate aim of destroying 
trade unionism.” 

He said the force behind the 
Taft-Hartley Act was the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 
“whole philosophy is plenty of 
profits for the rich, plenty of 
work for the poor.” 

“I have laways supported labor 
legislation, and I am going to do 
all I can to advance the cause of 
labor,” Hennings declared.

Profits Tax Action Later. 

A compromise pledge that Con- 
gress will act later to tax excess 
war profits apparently cleared the 
way for approval of a $4,508,000,- 
000 tax boost, but it may mean 
that Congress will be back in 
November. 

Agreement on the knotty cor- 
poration excess profits issue was 
reached at an unusua! Sunday 
session of a House-Senate confer- 
ence committee. The conferees, 
new smoothing out differences in 
the House and Senate versions of 
the general tax bill, approved— 
subject to House and Senate ap- 
proval — that Congress will act 
eithér later this year or early 
next, on a levy on excess corpora- 
tion profits. This levy is to be 
retroactive to Oct. 1 or July 1 of 
this year. 

This is intended to postpone 
the profits issue and enable quick, 
final approval of the general tax 
boosting bill in time for higher 
levies to become effective Oct. 1 
on the incomes of more than 
57,000,000 individual taxpayers. 


Split Over Amendment.

President. To try to understand 
why, it is first necessary to try 
to understand the real meaning 
of the gigantic figures which are 
the economists’ stock in trade. 
Figures Subject to Change. 

Of course, these figures could 
be knocked into a cocked hat by 
any fundamental change in the 
situation—like the outbreak of 
general war. But what follows 
are the best guesses of the best 
guessers of the basic figures in- 
volved, in very round numbers, 
based on the 1950 value of the 
dollar. 

First, the federal budget can 
be expected to shoot up soon to 
between 70 billion dollars and 
80 billion dollars. This is ac- 
counted for by taking 45 billion 
dollars or 50 billion dollars as the 
defense spending figure, and add- 
ing 25 billion dollars or a bit 
over for non-defense spending. A 
natural reaction is to ask indig- 
nantly why non-defense spending 
cannot be cut far below this 
figure. But as a practical matter, 
the indirect effects of a great re- 
armament program are likely to 
increase non-defense spending, 
rather than otherwise. 

Add 20 billion dollars of state 
and local spending, for a grand 
total of a staggering 90 billion 
dollars a year. This is a minimum 
and a bare minimum at that. It 
leaves out, for example, any real- 
ly serious civil defense effort, 
which would be monumentally 
costly, but for which there will 
certainly be heavy political press- 


ure. 

How Nation Can Afford It 

Can we afford it? The answer 
appears to be no—not if the 
economy of the country remains 
static. But the answer also ap- 
pears to be yes—if the economy 
of the country grows only half as 
fast as it grew in the last war. 
Most comparisons between gov- 
ernment spending and the spend- 
ing of individuals are false. But 
this much appears to be true. 
Just as an individual’s ability to 
“afford” something—say a car— 
depends on his income, so a na- 
tion’s ability to “afford” very 
high government spending de- 
pends on the nation’s ability to 
produce goods.

The economic advisers do not 
expect any such miraculous 
growth. But they do consider an 
increase in American productive 
capacity to 350 billion dollars in

‘the 90 billion dollars figure, this 


would mean that slightly over a 
quarter of our national economic 
effort was going to government 
spending of all sorts. This com- 
pares to almost 50 per cent in 
the war years, and just over a 
fifth immediately before Korea, 
when the country was as pros- 
perous as it had ever been. 
Some of the “Ifs.” 

Thus the load in _ prospect, 
heavy as it is, is not really as 
devastating as it might seem. The 
economists believe that IF de- 
fense costs do not increase much 
above the 50-billion-dollar figure, 
IF the economy is properly man- 
aged, and IF an all-out program 
for expanding industrial produc- 
tion is undertaken, the economy 
can bear the load without any 
fatal economic explosions. 


This does not mean business- 
as-usual. Taxes will be very high 
indeed — the taxpayers will be 
buying light machine guns in- 
stead of washing machines, heavy 
mortars instead of high priced 
cars. But Congress will hardly 
pass taxes high enough to drain 
off all the inflationary pressure 
—the best guess is that deficits 
will soon begin to top 10 billion 
dollars. 

Of course there will be eco- 
nomic controls, including price 
and wage controls—no economist 
any longer argues seriously about 
that. But the economists do not 
believe that controls need be as 
rigid or as all-embracing as dur- 
ing the last war, when almost 
half the gross national product 
was going into war spending. 

The fact is that the American 
economy is so astonishingly pow- 
erful that it can stand a very 
heavy load for a very long time, 
without any disastrous collapse 
in the standard of living. This is 
the essential fact of our economic 
situation. It is a pity that the ad- 
vocates of business-as-usual were 
permitted to obscure this fact for 
so long a time. 


BRITAIN TO HALT 
EXPORT OF TOOLS 
TO RED NATIONS 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (UP)—The 
Government announced today that 
it will temporarily halt the ex- 


port of machine tools vital in war 
production to the Soviet Union 
and its satellites. 


Harold Wilson, president of the 
Board of Trade, told the House of 
Commons that about 30 firms 
were making machine tool for 
eastern European nations. 


None of the tools will be 
shipped, he said, until there has 
been a chance to check the re- 
quirements of Britain, the Com- 
monwealth and the Atlantic pact 
nations. 


The Conservative opposition 
cheered his announcement. Win- 
ston Churchill has criticized the 
Labor Government on the issue. 
The Government’s reply has been 
that in the last three years Brit- 
ain has received, in exchange for 
the tools, enough timber to build 
340,000 homes. 


9565 ADDITIONAL 
RESERVE OFFICERS 
CALLED BY ARMY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—The Army today more than 
doubled its call-up of reserve of- 
ficers by adding 9565 captains 
and lieutenants to the original 
summons for 7862 company grade 
officers. In addition, the Army 
ordered up 205 chaplain captains 
and 240 Army aviation officers. 

The ground troop officers 
-ealled up today will go on active 
duty in November for at least 21 
months. 

The aviation officers, who will 
fly the Army’s own observation 
and artillery spotting planes, will 
be called up over a four-month 
period ending in December. 

The ground force officers in- 
volved in today’s announcement 
include 2561 captains and 7004 
first and second lieutenants in 
16 branches of the service.

TOTAL ECLIPSE 
OF MOON DUE HERE 
WEEK FROM TONIGHT 


A total eclipse of the moon wil] 
be visible here next Monday 
night if skies are clear. The 
moon’s leading, or eastern edge, 
will meet the dense shadow of 
the earth, which cuts off the 
sun’s rays from the moon, about 
8:32 p.m., Dr. Jessica Y. Stephens, 
Washington University associ- 
ate professor of astronomy, said 
today. 

By 9:54 p.m., an hour and 22 
minutes later, the entire face of 
the moon will have passed into 
shadow. The eastern edge will 
not start to come out until 10:40, 
producing a 46-minute total 
eclipse. 

Emergence of the moon from 
the earth’s conical shadow will 
make another “partial eclipse” 
period of an hour and 22 minutes. 

Almanacs list the eclipse as 
beginning at 7:20 p.m., because 
that is when the moon starts to 
enter the earth’s “penumbra,” a 
space of partial illumination sur- 
rounding the “umbra,” or shadow 
itself, Dr. Stephens said. She 
emphasized that this is mislead- 
ing, because the dimming which 
then results is practically imper- 
ceptible. The moon will eme 
from the penumbra at 1:14 a.m. 

The most recent eclipse here 
was last Oct. 6, when thousands 
who turned out to watch the 
Veiled Prophet's parade were 
treated to an extra spectacle.

Big Iceberg Off Newfoundland. 

BOSTON, Sept. 18 (UP) — A 
giant iceberg, towering 405 feet 
out of water, was reported drift- 
ing off Bonavista, Newfoundland, 
today—directly toward the North 
Atlantic Shipping lanes about 200 
miles distant.

Those Deceptive Allowances 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In regard to your editorial “Inequity 
in Allowances,” actually the inadequacy 
of the new family allowance is greater 
than stated in the editorial. 

The pay and allowances increase 
during World War II were adequate, in 
the majority of cases, for that period. 
However, I’ve noted during recent pay 
changes a tendency on the part of the 
lawmakers to give with one hand and 
take with the other. Whether this is 
intentional or not is immaterial, the 
result is insufficient allowances for the 
service man and an inaccurate picture of 
military pay disseminated to the public. 

During World War II I received 
(with two children) a family allowance 
of $100 per month, of which my hus- 
band contributed $22, a net income 
from the Government of $78. Under 
the new family allowance law my allow- 
ance would be $165, for my husband’s 
rank, of which he would contribute $80, 
showing an increase from the Govern- 
ment of only $7. 

A new pay bill was enacted last Oct. 
1, it’s true; however, the basic pay in- 
crease was not sufficient to offset the 
requirement of a substantial family al- 
lowance during a period of high prices 
for every commodity. This pay raise 
for my husband’s rank was approxi- 
mately $35 per month. As authorized, 
a married man of my husband’s rank 
may draw $67.50 per month as quarters 
allowance under the new pay bill; if he 
applies for the new family allowance 
he will forfeit his quarters allowance 
and actually gain an increase in pay of 

only $17.

Untangling a Snarl 

Robert N. Denham’s resignation as general 
counsel of the National Labor Relations Board 
should end one jurisdictional dispute of ridicu- 
lous proportions. The dispute was strictly be- 
tween Mr. Denham and the board itself. 

Administration opponents were quick to ac- 
cuse President Truman of firing the NLRB 
counsel to win labor support in the November 
election. Senator Taft of Ohio called the action 
a “payoff” to “labor bosses.” 

But whatever politics might have had to do 
with the case, the best reason for Mr. Denham’s 
departure is the administrative snarl which 
grew from his rivalry with the board he was 
supposed to represent. The NLRB and its coun- 
sel disagreed violently. 

They disagreed over whether officers of the 
big labor federations had to sign non-Communist 
oaths. They disagreed on whether the Taft- 
Hartley law should apply to cases with slight 
effect on interstate commerce (and here Senator 
Taft agreed with the board). And they fought 
over appointment of regional officers. 

At one point Mr. Denham was regularly filing 
qases based on his interpretation of the law, 
while the board was dismissing them just as 
regularly. Then the counsel made a series of 
speeches implying that the board was trying to 
repeal the Taft-Hartley Act. More recently, 
counsel and board fought in open court because 
Mr. Denham had changed a brief without notify- 
ing board members. 

But the root of these controversies does not 
lie in opposed views and personalities, and the 
conflict cannot be cast simply in terms of who 
is for or against labor or management. The 
basic trouble lies in a provision of the Taft- 
Hartley Act itself. 

The law divorces the NLRB from control over 
its counsel. The counsel decides what charges 
of unfair labor practices to prosecute, and if he 
refuses to prosecute, the board can do little 
about it. His decision cannot be appealed to 
anyone. In short, the NLRB’s counsel has wide 
authority to oppose policies of the NLRB. 

Senator Taft once conceded that this was a 
poor arrangement. The Senator proposed, for 
a time, taking independent status from the 
NLRB counsel, and placing him under the 
Administrative Procedures Act Hke other law- 
yers of other federal boards. This, Senator Taft 
said, would be a “great improvement.” 

President Truman included the same recom- 
mendation in his government reorganization 
plans. The revision was in accord with the 
Hoover Commission’s general policy, though the 
commission did not specifically recommend it. 
Yet Congress did not accept the proposal. 

The record of recent years makes it thor- 
oughly clear that a government agency which 
must go to court is entitled to a lawyer who will 
represent it and not oppose it. More than res- 
ignations and settlement of personal feuds, that 
remains a fundamental question for Congress.

—its existence could be proved or disproved by 
a fairly simple inquiry. 

Why should Chief Justice Vinson sign:a state- 
ment saying millions were being held for dis- 
tribution to investors in the scheme? Why 
should the “millions” be kept in a safe on a 
farm? And was the voice heard over the tele- 
phone that of Benson Ford, a grandson of the 
late Henry Ford? 

A telephone call to Benson Ford, at a cost of 
only a few dollars, would have exploded the 
swindle sky high. Any one of the many indi- 
viduals who were defrauded could have made 
a call. None of them did. 

Gullibility like this has its comic side, but it 
is mostly tragic. Farms have been lost, homes 
have been broken up and premature deaths 
have claimed their toll as a result of the heart- 
less fraud at Canton. Dozens of elderly per- 
sons of moderate means have been victimized 
of their life savings. Im all, their losses are 
estimated at.a million dollars. 

If only the credulous would learn to demand 
proof, to verify what they are told, or to seek 
the counsel of some person whom they have leng 
known and in whose honesty and good sense 
they know they can trust! 

Until they do, there will continue to be cases 
like that, two years ago, of the automobile deal-

er Robert L. Knetzer of Edwardsville, who sold 
more than $2,000,000 worth of automobiles he 
didn’t deliver. Cases like that of Charles Ponzi, 
of “frenzied finance” fame, in the °'20s, who 
swindled suckers of $15,000,000 by promising 
“50 per cent in 50 days.” 

Investment, particularly by the little fellow, 


is one field in which learning a little would 


save a lot. 
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Hennings Against Thought-Control 

Thomas C. Hennings Jr., shows himself to be 
a senatorial candidate with political courage. 

The Democratic nominee might have kept 
still on the subject of the McCarran thought- 
control bill, which passed the Senate, 70 to 7. 
He might have said to himself: the less I say 
about this controversial measure the better 
it will be for me. 

Instead, the former Congressman has de- 
nounced the anti-subversive hodge-podge in lan- 
guage so uncompromising that he stands on this 
issue alongside such all-out defenders of the 
Bill of Rights in Congress as Senators Lehman 
of New York and Kefauver of Tennessee. To 
young Democrats of the Ninth Congressional 
District, Mr. Hennings said at Mexico: 

I believe that this measure which seeks 
to punish individuals for what they think— 
for their honest views—and their associa- 
tions is a perverted and monstrous piece of 
legislation, jeopardizing the rights of all citi- 
zens. 

Conceived in and born of fear, it is a re- 
sult of pandering to’ the demands of those 
who have little regard for democracy and 
its processes we fight to preserve. 

It is an un-American bill and I fervently 
trust the President will veto it. 

There could be no better way for 150,000,000 
Americans to celebrate Constitution day than 
to reaffirm by deed as well as by pledge their 
unshakable attachment to the principles of our 
great national charter and the rights which it 
guarantees to us all.

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**Either-Or” on Profiteering 

Believers in fair play on taxation will put 
down for future reference the “either-or” clause 
of the excess profits tax commitment which 
Congress has written into the tax bill. 

In lieu of enacting an excess profits tax now, 
the conferees promised that Congress will adopt 
one later and date it either from July 1 or Oct. 
1. of this year. 

We see no justification for the ambiguity. As 
President Truman has said, the fair and reason- 
able way to tax excess profits is to tax all such 
profits since the invasion of Korea created a 
national emergency. This means that the start- 
ing date should be July 1, not Oct, 1. 

Higher tax rates on individuals are to start 
Oct. 1 because that is the first practical date at 
which withholding can start. But corporation 
taxes are paid the year after they become due. 
Since the whole emergency period can be con- 
veniently covered in taxing excess profits, jus- 
tice demands that this be done. 
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Success in Korea 

The rapid success of the landing at Inchon 
is the best news all summer. Kimpo airfield, 
which the Americans regretfully gave up weeks 
ago after bitter fighting, is back in U.N. hands 
and allied planes are flying in and out. The Ma- 
rines, obviously much more than “the Navy’s 
police force,” are reported within three miles 
of Seoul, the South Korean capital until the 
Communist invasion. 

Maj. Gen. Edward Arnold, who is the in- 
vasion commander, has executed thus far at 
least a brilliant maneuver and the whole course 
of the Korean war now is reshaped. As the 
Communists try to divert elements back to the 
north to protect their supply lines, they are 
attack—from the southern 
beachhead and from the new positions, includ- 
ing Kimpo, on the north. 

If these developments mean a great deal to the 
American people, it would be almost impossible 
to overstate their effect on peoples elsewhere in 
the world, particularly in Asia. It is clear now 
that the democracies not only will defend, but 
that they will go on a fighting offensive. U.N. 
stock has gone up in the last four days. Watch 
it rise. 
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Controls in Token Form 

For manufacturers and consumers, the first 
restrictions of the Defense Production Act have 
now become effective. Manufacturers must sub- 
mit to controls on their inventories of critical 
materials, and consumers to controls on the in- 
stallment credit available for the purchase of 
“hard goods.” 

In both cases it is the principle of control 
rather than the extent of the restrictions which 
is significant. So far as inventories go, the reg- 
ulations are more flexible than they were in 
World War II. Instead of limiting manufactur- 
ers to a 60-day supply of critical materials, they 
permit them to acquire such supplies as they 
reasonably need to conduct their business. 

Likewise the credit restrictions on consumers 
are less stringent than in wartime, and repre, 
sent, one might almost say, merely a token 
recognition of the meed for curbing consumer 
demand. : 

Faithful observance of the restrictions is no 
less important for that. Whether or not tighter 
rules become necessary may well depend upon 
the spirit in which the national community, in- 
dustrial as well as public, accepts the co-opera- 
tive responsibilities thus imposed. 

One thing is certain: should these moderate 
curtailments fail to meet the need, they will 
have to be tightened. For it is vital that military 
production be rapidly stepped up, and equally 
vital that this be done without a disastrous in- 
flation. 
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Saltonstall Answers Jenner 


Veterans of World War II have sent some 
strange men to Congress from their ranks. For- 
tunately, Senator Paul Douglas of Dlinois and 
several others can be cited as being hard workers 
in the public interest. But the performance of 
Senators Jenner, Indiana Republican, and Repre- 
sentatives like Smathers, Florida Democrat, 
raises serious doubts as to what some veterans 
fought for in the war against Hitler and Mus- 
solini and their tyrannies. 

Senator Jenner’s latest slur is his description 
of Gen. Marshall. The Indiana Senator calls 
the former Chief of Staff and post-war Secre- 
tary of State a “living lie” and “a stooge.” 

When such words were spoken, it was up to 
the G.O.P. side of the Senate to answer at 
once. To his credit, Senator Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts was quick to do it. He said: “If 
there is any man who is decent and clean and 
whose actions have been in the public interest, 
it is George C. Marshall.” 

Such is the difference between partisanship at 
its lowest level and statesmanship.

There are those 
who would be un- 
likely to make any 
fine distinction be- 
tween a United Na- 
tions’ police action 
in Korea and pre- 
vention of the spread 
of Communism to 
Formosa. But Eng- 
land and Pakistan 
and Australia and 
Canada and —" are

Even if England Chiang Kai-shek 
stood by us, India and Pakistan which, 
having recognized the Chinese Com- 
munists, regard Chiang Kai-shek as a 
rebel, would not follow her lead.

When China undertook to “cede” For- 
mosa to Japan by the Treaty of Shimono- 
seki it did not claim title to all of For- 
mosa, by any means. . That is a matter of 
history; about which too little is known 
in this country, and about which too lit- 
tle was known at Cairo on Dec. 1, 1943. 

China had declined to exercise jurisdic- 
tion over the entire east coast of Formosa. 
Since 1867 it exercised sovereignty only 
over the lowlands of the West Coast, and 
had never assumed responsibility over the 
East Coast and the mountainous interior, 
whose war-like people it had never con- 
quered. 


So when the Japanese went into Formo- 
sa in May 1895 they were met, not by the 
Chinese, but by the Formosans. Having 
been abandoned by the Chinese, the For- 
mosans had set up an independent Re- 
public of Formosa. That “Butterfly Re- 
public” adopted a flag, issued postage 
stamps and valiantly fought the invading 
dapanese for five months until its armies 
were dissipated and its president was 
forced to flee. 


Senator Taft suggested that if given the 
opportunity the Formosans would un- 
doubtedly declare for a free and inde- 
pendent republic. Prof. Hocking of Har- 
vard advocates an independent Formosa 
as the “most sensible” solution of the For- 
mosan problem, “and the most decent.”

A Super-Science Drama 


THE ENEMY HAD IT TOO, by Upton Sinclair. (The 

Viking Press, 127 pgs., $3.) 

Upton Sinclair has dedicated himself to 
the task of educating the general populace 
and thus he sometimes irritates readers 
who are already educated but who find it 
necessary for one réason or another to 
read him, as in the present instance. 

His Great Didactic has been enriched 
by one more volume, this time a play, but 
actually Mr. Sinclair’s thirteenth dramatic 
exercise. Mr. Sin- 
clair, who has writ- 
ten 59 other books, 
or a total of 72, is 
wonderful. In this 
case the greatest 
wonder is how even 
so bad a writer as 
Sinclair could write 
13 plays and still 
have learned so lit- 
tle about playwriting. 

The present seven- 
ty-second wonder of 
the world reveals 
how most of human- 
ity has been wiped 
out by biological 
warfare (the enemy had it too), but a few 
survivors who had been hiding out in 
Brazil, Iceland and Mars gathered in deso- 
lated New York City. The scientists from 
Mars convinced the earthlings that Mars 
is paradisal, and so all leave for that 
planet in a rocket ship. Unfortunately, 
they did not take Mr. Sinclair with them, 
so it is likely that more such literary mon- 
strosities as “The Enemy Had It Too” 
will be foisted on us. 

The play ends touchingly with a fare- 
well song in Icelandic. This leaves read- 
ers who do not understand Icelandic at a 
loss, but they can console themselves es 
reflecting that many Icelanders can’t read 
English and thus will be spared this and 
the 71 other effusions of Upton Sinclair.

There is a general agreement that we 

live in an age of intellectual confusion, of 

moral restlessness, spiritual bewilderment, 
and the danger of social and political col- 
lapse. If we are to find our way through 
to light, peace and power we must clarify 
our thought about certain great matters 
and come to secure and dependable con- 
clusions. We may hold such thoughts of 
man that life is reduced to confusion and 
chaos and at last to meaninglessness. Or 
our thoughts may take the form that life 
is given a glorious significance, a profound 
purpose, and a goal worthy of sustained 
and most heroic endeavor. We must re- 
fuse to give place to those dark and deca- 
dent conceptions of man which foul the 
human nest. 

The author concludes in this book that 
the best. starting point for this nobler 
consideration is, that man is not merely a 
thing, though his body may obey certain 
of the laws of physics. Man is made of 
divine things. he rules out of consid- 
eration all that goes beyond the realm 
of material things, he excludes from con- 
sideration a? most significant of human 
experience. A good deal of contemporary 
fiction treats man as if he is little more 
than a bundle of biolo impulses. This, 
the author contends, a delusion, a sad 
commentary on. the birthright of man. It 
is the author’s purpose to clear up many 
of our false conceptions about man’s goal 
in life, his spiritual place in the world of 
living things, and the statement 
in the first chapter of the Book of Genesis, 
that God created man in His own image.

It is not surprising that the

cussions of the foreign ministers. 
The balance held by the present 
West German Government is deli- 
cate and difficult. 


The Will for the Job. 


Beneath the surface in Germany 
forces are resurgent, bent on tak- 
ing the German people back down 
the road of violence with Soviet 
Russia as a possible partner. And 
they are aided and abetted by 
other Germans who talk about 
neutrality with a “plague on both 
your houses.” 

The really important thing about 
this conference is that there is a 
will to get off the dead center 
of planning and more planning 
and into the stage of active prep- 
aration to fill the fearful vacuum 
of West Europe’s defenses. There 
are varying degrees of this deter- 
mination. But on the realistic 


goal of getting going there is hon- 
est agreement all around.

UE WINS PENSION 
OF $125 AND PAY 
INCREASES AT G.E. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 ‘(AP)— 
The United Electrical Workers 
Union tentatively signed a two- 
year contract yesterday with the 
General Electric Co. providing 
for wage increases of 10 to 152 
cents an hour. 

The agreement provides also a 
contributory pension plan with 
minimum benefits of $125 a month 
including social security, and 
other benefits for the workers. 

The contract requires approval 
by the conference board and the 
membership of UE, which was 
ousted from the CIO on the 
ground of Communist domination. 

The agreement is similar to the 
one-year contract negotiated last 
Friday by General Electric and 
the UE’s rival, the CIO Interna- 
tional Union of Electrical Work- 
ers. G.E. workers are divided 
between the two unions. 

The two-year contract provides 
for three reopenings on the wage 
issue—every six months. The one- 
year IUE pact provides for one 
Wage reopening next March 15, 
and also provides for a wage re- 
adjustment based on any rise in 
the cost of living index between 
now and then. None of the UE 
wage reopenings is to be tied to 
the cost of living index, 


ILLINOIS COURT 
TO REVIEW TAVERN 
GAMBLING DECISION 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Sept. 18 
(AP)—The State Supreme Court 
today agreed to review a lower 
court decision which is the legal 
basis for an Illinois Liquor Con- 
trol Commission crackdown on 
tavern gambling.

AGAINST MICHAEL LEE 


Commerce, Department Offi- 
cial Suspended, to Appeal 
to Secretary Sawyer. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
— Department of Commerce of- 
ficials said today a department 
loyalty board has made an ad- 
verse finding against Michael 
Lee, and he has been suspended 
from his $10,000-a-year job in 
that agency. 

The finding, handed down with- 
out announcement Sept. 8, already 
has been challenged by Lee. His 
attorneys are preparing an ap- 
peal to Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer, officials said. 

This finding reversed a clear- 
ance given Lee when the depart- 
ment board said a Year ago: 
“Reasonable grounds do not exist 
to believe that you may be dis- 
loyal to the Government of the 
United States.” 

Lee, 42 years old, was born in 
Manchuria of Russian ancestry. 
He was head of the Far East 
branch of the department’s Office 
of International Trade before his 
loyalty was put under question 
first in October 1948. 

Before the adverse loyalty 
board ruling, Secretary Sawyer 
had asked Lee to “resign or be 
fired” on the ground that his 
continued employment was detri- 
mental to the department aside 
from loyalty questions. 

Lee rejected that resignation 
demand in late May. Sawyer, in- 
sisting that he did not intend to 
reflect on Lee’s loyalty, then in- 
stituted proceedings to oust Lee 
on grounds of “mal-administra- 


tion.” 


With the “mal-administration” 
proceeding still unfinished, Lee 
took the vacation time coming to 
him and also his sick leave time. 
He thus remained on the payroll 
although not actively at work. 
The suspension order of Sept. 8 
cut him off the payroll complete- 


ly. 
HORMONES MAKE 
SHEEP BEAR TWICE 
AS MANY LAMBS

CHICAGO, Sept. 18 (AP) —

sheep have shown they can be 
made to bear lambs twice a year 
instead of once a year.

Dr. Frank X. Gassner, profes- 
sor of endocrinology at the school, 
reported that he made injections 
of the hormone, gonadotrophin, 
in 535 sheep. All of them already 
had lambed one in the year, Dr. 
Gassner reported, but after the 
infections 320 of them reacted to 
the hormone and were bred again. 

The hormone costs 20 to 25 
cents for each injection. The ges- 
tation period for sheep is five 
months.

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CHEMIST PLEADS 
GUILTY OF SPYING 
FOR RUSSIAN WAR 


U.S. Attorney Recom- 
mends 10-Year Term 
for Alfred Dean Slack 


for Passing Secrets. 


GREENVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 18 
(AP)—Alfred Dean Slack pleaded 
guilty in United States district 
cgurt today to charges of war- 
time spying for Russia. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney James M. Meek immediately 
recommended a 10-year prison 
sentence for the 44-year-old chem- 


ist from Syracuse, N. Y. 

Meek said Slack had admitted 
passing on to Russian agents se- 
crets in the manufacture of RDX, 
a high explosive. 

He told Judge Robert L. Taylor 
that Attorney General Howard 
McGrath and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation were agreeable to 
the 10-year sentence. 

“In view of the fact Slack de- 
sisted in giving information to the 
Russian agents when he relized 
it was for Russia, the Government 
is willing to accept the 10-year 
sentence,” Meek told the court. 

Meek said in his arguments 
that the Government asked for 
only a 10-year sentence for Slack 
because the “degree of his guilt” 
was not as “serious” as that of 
Harry Gold, another scientist to 
whom Slack is accused of feeding 
secrets of the high explosive. 
Gold also pleaded guilty at his 
arraignment but has not yet been 
sentenced. 

Slack’s lawyer told the court 
that Russia was an ally when 
Slack turned over to Gold secrets 
and samples of the explosive. Had 
the chemist been apprehended at 
that time, the lawyer argued, his 
crime would not have been con- 
sidered as serious as it is now.

WITH HATCHET DECLARED SANE 


Floyd Eugene Rollings, former 
St. Louis University dental stu- 
dent who killed his infant daugh- 
ter with a hatchet, was declared 
legally sane today and placed in 
charge of his own affairs, fol- 


lowing a brief hearing in the 
court of Probate Judge- Walter 
Stahlhuth at Clayton. 

Evidence was presented that 
the Missouri Supreme Court had 
granted a writ of habeas corpus, 
under which Rollings was released 
Aug. 16 from the State Hospital 
at Fulton, Mo., 
been confined for 17 months. The 
writ was based on the hospital 
staff’s finding that the patient had 
been restored to sanity. 

Dr. Henry Oetting of St. Louis 
County Hospital testified he 
examined Rollings last Tuesday 
and had found him sance. Rol- 
lings on Dec. 14, 1948, killed his 
6-month-old daughter, Donna 
Anne, as she lay in her crib. He 
was tried by a jury in circuit 
court at Clayton and found not 
guilty by reason of insanity. Last 
March, Dr. William J. Cramer 
and members of the hospital staff 
at Fulton found Rollings “fully 
and completely restored to san- 
ity,” but he was not released un- 
til the writ was obtained from 
the Supreme Court.

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Korea obviously changed the 
economic atmosphere. Prior to 
June 25, when the North Koreans 
took the plunge beneath the Thir- 
ty-eighth parallel, commodity 
prices were showing downward 
tendencies, and department store 
sales were barely holding their 
own above a year ago. 

Workers’ Attitude Changes. 

The inflation air has affected 
workers’ attitude. For the fifth 
successive month the quit rate 
has risen. It’s now 19 per 1000 
workers, as against 14 a year ago. 
At the same time, the layoff rate 
has dropped to six per thousand, 
as against 21 per thousand a 
year ago. No boss can spare 
manpower. And, as during World 
War I, the tobacco, textile, and 
food products plants are having 
an especially hard time keeping 
help. Workers are quitting to 
go to higher-paying*jobs in metal 
working plants. 
The price boom here has pleas- 
ant repercussions abroad. The 
Wall Street Journal reports that 
Europe is selling steel in the 
United States gray market at 
double standard prices here. Im- 
ported zinc is “higher by 50 per 
cent and copper by a third.” Cof- 
fee, rubber, wool are 75 per cent 
to 200 per cent above a year ago 
in price. Result: United States 
imports from foreign countries 
are at the highest level since De- 
cember, 1948. That contributes 
to a much better trade balance 
between this country and the rest 
of the world—especially since 
foreign nations have cut their 
here because of a

The New Movies

“CRISIS,” which is now playing at LOEW’S STATE Thea- 
ter, apparently was intended to combine the sinister suspense 
of “The Third Man” with the moral medical ideals of a “Men 
In White” film, these combustibles to be set off by the sparks 

from a South-American background. While it 
does not attain its ambitious goal, or even 
approach success on the suspense side, it is 
an absorbingly plotted and convincingly acted 
film. The story proposes a simple question of 
ethics. Should an American surgeon perform 
a brain operation on a despotic tyrant and 
save his life, or let him die and save his 
people? Ethics, plus the fact that he is surrounded by armed 
guards, persuades the surgeon (Cary Grant) to try the opera- 
tion on the dictator (Jose Ferrer). When his decision becomes 
known to the revolutionary opposition, they kidnap the sur- 
geon's wife as a hostage. Happily, both for the operation and 
the plot, the surgeon is not faced with any such trite decision 
as his ethics or his wife, for he does not learn of the kid- 
napping until after he has saved the dictator and the dictator 
has brought about his own death. 

A single guitar background (by no means as effective as 
the Third Man zither), some fine raving by Jose Ferrer, and 
a glossy portrayal of a dictator’s wife (with coincidental simi- 
larities to a living South American leader's wife) contribute 
to the film. Paula Raymond as the surgeon's wife looks whole- 
some and Carry Grant is properly assertive as the surgeon. 
Maybe a shade too much so since the film's major weakness 
is that there is never in the viewer's mind any concern for 
the hero who seems so admirably able to take care of himself. 
Incidentally, old timers may recognize the well upholstered 
gstrongarm colonel as erstwhile romantic leading man, Ramon 
Novarro, the white-haired doctor as Antonio Moreno, and the 
revolutionary leader who, ironically starts on the same road 
as his predecessor, as Gilbert Roland. 

Paired with “Crisis” is “MYSTERY STREET,” better than 
average crime detection picture with emphasis on the scientific 


approach.

MALABAR FARM, LUCAS, O. 

Sept. 18. 
FTER the pla@id quietude of 
urban life in the big city, 
there is nothing lize the 
hurly-burly of this Midwest 
farm to tone up the liver and 
lights, shake up the qui vive and 

strengthen the will to survive. 


This sylvan paradise, carved 
out of the Ohio wilderness sin- 
gle-handed by -Louis Bromfield 
with intrepid tractor and smok- 
ing typewriter, is, as usual, a 
cross between a bee-hive, New 
Year’s eve at Times Square and 
old home day at the state fair. 


An accredited free-loader like 
myself has to scramble to sur- 
vive amid the mixed melange of 
Malabar dogs, celebrities, dis- 
ciples, tourists and sight-seers. 

Probably the most notable 
change in the old homestead since 
last I holed up in the best guest 
— is in Mr. Bromfield, him- 
self. 


While the soil has been grow- 
ing richer by the minute, the 
grass taller, the roots longer, the 
hogs fatter, the cows more lac- 
tiferous and the guests more ram- 
bunctious, the master has not 
been standing still either. 


He has, in a word, been wired 
for sound. This may come as a 
surprise to the multitudes per- 
sonally acquainted with Mr. 
Bromfield, as he can be readily 
heard in Cleveland on a clear 
day. However, he has been 
equipped with a portable micro- 


~ phone through which to address 


the hordes of farmers and rub- 
ber-neckers who arrive by the 
hundreds on Fridays and Sundays 
to tour Malabar and listen to the 
maestro explain the facts of soil 
conservation which have restored 
these once poor acres to an al- 
most vulgar fecundity. 

During the summer months 
more than 25,000 persons have 
toured the farm, and now in 
these lush days of late summer 
they still come in waves, hopeful 
of learning how to peg down the 
top soil and how to coax an extra 
quart of milk out of Bossie. 

Conducted tours are now lim- 
ited to Fridays and Sundays in 
hope Mr. B. will get a little work 
done on typewriter and tractor 
and that the rest of Malabar’s 
hired hands will be able to get 
the chores done on the other five 
days. 

Congress has not yet gotten 
around to giving Mr. B. a medal, 
but even a casual visitor here 
can see that Mr. B.’s passionate 
attachment to the land and his 
preachments on conservation 
have attracted a vast following 
eager to save the soil for Uncle 
Sam. 

Autumn has flung a prodigal 
hand across these acres and the 
big barns bulge with the harvest. 
The corn is not yet in the shock

where and it is obvious that the 
countryside is beginning to baf- 
ten down the hatches against 
winter. 


The smell of peach preserves, 
apple butter and chili sauce wafts 
from the kitchen and a free-loader 
like myself has to lie low or be 
trapped into helping prepare the 
sweet corn, lima beans, the beets 
and the carrots for the deep 
freezer.

HYDE PARK. 
HAD never before read a 
| speeen by Senator William E. 

Jenner of Indiana until his re- 
marks before the Senate, attack- 
ing General George C. Marshall, 
were made last Friday. From the 
account in the newspapers I 
gather that the poor man was 
somewhat excited, and one must 
therefore be charitable. But I 
was glad to see that some of his 
own Republican colleagues 
seemed able to retain their com- 
posure sufficiently, in spite of the 
state of shock into which he 
plunged them, so that they were 
able to dissociate themselves 
from his remarks. 

When you read the quotations 
from the part of Senator Jenner's 
prepared speech which he did not 
actually deliver, you realize that 
it was written mainly for par- 
tisan reasons. He must never 
have been taught as a little boy 
that all of us, regardless of the 
party to which we belong, owe a 
certain respect to the man who 
holds the presidential office in 
our country. We may attack the 
President's policies and his party, 
but it is rare that anyone or any 
political party writes the things 
which Senator Jenner apparently 
permitted himself to write about 
the President.

THERE IS certainly no neeed 
for anyone to defend General 
Marshall as a man or as a public 
servant. All human beings may 
make mistakes, and you may dis- 
agree with a man’s policies with- 
out attacking his motives. It 
seems to me that the Senator did 
himself and his party far more 


harm by this outrageous speech 
than he could possibly do the 
general or the administration. 
Such intemperate statements 
react against the people who make 
them, and as far as I can gather 
the general attitude toward these 
remarks is one of shock and con- 
cern for the dignity of the highest 
legislative body in our land. If 
one of our Senators can indulge 
in this type of speech against 
someone who headed our success- 
ful armies in World War II and 
who earned the respect and admi- 
ration of every true American,

Gov. Lausche is running for re- 
election and it does not hurt him 


in these areas to be seen caressing 
a pitchfork or being folksy with 
a cow. Senator Robert A. Taft 
gets his turn with a Malabar 
pitchfork or cow next fortnight. 

Scattered about the groaning 
board were Paul Bellamy, editor

HE shades of night were fall- 
ing fast as we rose from table 
and two unexpected and unin- 
vited. guests arrived on the door- 
step of Malabar. The strangers 
were two agricultural students 
from Israel, who had set out for 
Malabar via thumb after arriving 
in New York a week previously. 

The last bed in the house had 
just been shaken down for Gov. 
Lausche. Not even a cot or a 
sleeping bag remained unoccu- 
pied. 

“We can’t send them away,” 
bellowed Mr. B., who is never 
happier than when the walls 
bulge. He solved the problem by 
asking the quiet, shy young men, 
here to study American farm 
methods, if they would mind 
sleeping in the big barn, redo- 
lent of freshly baled hay. 

The Israeli boys were delighted 
to settle for improvised beds on 
the farm that had been their goal 
on a journey of thousands of 
miles. 

Mr. B. swept the boys into the 
big living room with the rest of 
the guests. Finally one of the 
students asked diffidently if “all 
these people are going td sleep 
here tonight?” 

When he learned that the an- 
swer was “yes,” he shook his 
head in amazement and said anx- 
iously: 

“Are you sure there is room 
for us in the barn?”

T is not by accident or im- 
| agination that the man who 
looks to alcoholic stimulant for 
support calls a drink a “bracer.” 
It is by virtue of the etymology 
of the word that it is a synonym 
for “support.” 


“Brace” and “bracer” derive 
through the Old French from the 
Latin “bracchium”’—arm,. Out of 
this came, for example, embrace 
—the prefix and “arm.” And s0 
also bracelet, which shares the 
derivation from  “bracchium,” 
coming to us directly from the 
French diminutive for “arm.” 
Identical in French, “bracelet” 
was formerly “bracel,” little arm. 
In Chaucer’s time, and as recently 
as the eighteenth century, “brace- 
let” named a piece of armor for 
the arm! 


Bracer was first, of course, 
something that held or supported. 
Its figurative usage to denote a 
stimulant originated in allusion to 
medicine. Two hundred years ago 
Samuel Johnson in his Dictionary 
defined it as “an astringent or 
tonic which gives tension or tone 
to any part of the body.” Thus one 
cannot argue with at least the 
etymological correctness of those 
who applied “bracer” to alcoholic 
stimulant!

OST advice on Canasta is 

written on the assumption 

that the pack is not frozen 
at the start (by the turning of a 
wild card or a red three). When 
the pack is frozen, some change 
in your tactics is often required. 
For example: 


You are dealt this hand; it is 
your first turn to play. You need 
50. The upcard is an eight. 

You could take the eicsht with 
your pair, melding the deuce and 
three eights to make up the 50 
points. But usually you sbould not 
do this. After discarding, you 
would have only seven cards left. 
This would put you at a consider- 
able disadvantage as against your 
opponents with full hands. 

However, suppose the first card 
turned were a wild card, freezing 
the deck; and the next card 
turned, covering it, were an eight,

Now to take the two-card pack 
and make your initial meld would 
reduce your hand by only three 
cards, leaving you with an eight- 
card hand; and it would restore a 
wild card to your hand, giving you 
a better chance at the discard pile 
the next time around. This would 
make it worth while, in the opin- 
ion of most players, to go ahead 
and meld. 

The case would be still different 
if the first card turned had been 
a red three and not a wild card. 
The red three is worth 100 cash 
points, but it removes a card from 
your hand (for you do not replace 
red threes picked up in the dis- 
card pile), You would be left with 
seven cards and no wild card if 
you took the eight and made your 
initial meld, It is too great a dis- 
advantage to accept for 100 points. 
Most players would let the pack 
go and wait for a better opportu- 
nity to meld, 
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ually, little-known representa- 
ves in the legislative branches of 
our Government.

SK anybody in Arizona to 
A name the state’s most popular 

woman and it’s an odds-on bet 
he’ll bypass the glamour girls, 
including Jacque Mercer, the re- 
tiring Miss America, to answer 
promptly, “Ana, the No-Girl.” 

Ana (short for Anastasia) Cdj- 
lings Frohmiller is @ small and 
attractive blue-eyed Irish lady 
with a friendly manner and a 
disarming smile. Observers be- 
lieve she'll be Arizona’s next Gov- 
ernor. 

Mrs. Frohmiller looks as if she 
has about as much business in 
politics as a cow in swimming. 
But her appearance is deceiving. 
She has a will of iron, and she 
has created more political prece- 
dents than any other elected offi- 
cial in Arizona. 

Just last week she won the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, defeating among others Gov. 
Dan E. Garvey, the incumbent 
and her closest opponent. She 
will oppose Howard Pyle, Phoenix 
radio commentator, who was un- 
opposed on the Republican ticket, 
in the Nov. 7 election. She’s 
ready for the November race, too, 
with: 

“Howard Pyle ... the Voice 

Ana Frohmiller : . . the Voice 
of Experience.” 

If she wins—and Arizona is a 
predominately Democratic state— 
she will be the first woman elect- 
ed Governor of one of the 48 
states in almcst 25 years and the 
third in the nation’s history. 
She’ll also be the first woman to 
reach a_  state’s highest office 
strictly on her own instead of rid- 
ing in on a husband’s political 
coattail, as did Nellie Tayloe 
Ross in Wyoming in 1924 and 
Miriam (Ma) Ferguson of Texas 
in 1925. Twice-married Ana 
Frohmiller has been a widow for 
nearly 20 years. Neither of her 
deceased husbands nor any mem- 
ber of her family has ever been 
in politics. _ 

Ana has held public office since 
1922. She was first appointed: 
since then she has been elected 
by overwhelming majorities 13 
times in succession. She started 
out as treasurer of Coconino coun- 
ty in northern Arizona in 1922. 
After two elected terms she ran 
for state auditor in 1926. She has 
been state auditor for nearly 24 
years—an all-time high for hold- 
ing an elective office in Arizona. 

Chiefly because of her ability 
to say “No” at the proper time to 
officials, and mean it, she is the 
perennial favorite of taxpayers 
and voters. She didn’t bother to 
campaign during the last half- 
dozen elections to the auditor’s 
office, but still was the high vote- 
getter on winning Democratic 
tickets.

ing dividends. Recently a man 
wrote her that he’d waltzed with 
her at a dance when she first ran 
for office, and he ‘and his wife 
had been voting for her ever since. 
“We're voting for you for Gover- 
nor, too,” he added, “and I hope 
I waltz with you again—at your 
inaugural ball.” 

There probably won’t be much 
“to-do” if Ana is inaugurated as 
Governor. She has a pet horror 
of waste—and everybody in the 
state knows it. 

Her job as state auditor is pri- 


marily to o.k. for payment all fi- 
nancial claims against the state, 
including pay rolls, pensions, ex- 
pense accounts, contractors’ bills, 
etc. She approves around 45,000 
claims a month, and during her 
years in office has authorized pay- 
ment of nearly $40,000,000 in 
legitimate claims. 

Her average rejection is about 
one in a thousand claims. Then 
come the headlines. She’s called 
everything from the state’s Czar- 
ina to a “Penny-pinching Petti- 
coat”—but. not by the taxpayers. 


Her rejected claims serve two 
purposes. They call the public’s 
attention to wasteful spending by 
state officials and departments. 
And they prove Ana’s “nuisance 
value” which keeps state officials 
wary about spending money 
foolishly, knowing full well she’ll 
spotlight it before the voters. 
Estimates of her annual savings 
vary; the minimum is said to be 
well over $100,000 annually. 
During her 24 years in office, 
the responsi vility and authority 
of the state auditorship, and its 
duties, have greatly increased.
